With this supplement the CH1caco ScHoots JoURNAL completes 
its series dealing with teaching aids in the broad academic areas. This 
listing of language arts materials, like those concerned with science, 
mathematics, and the social studies, is not authoritative in the sense 
that it constitutes a catalog of items officially approved by the Chicago 
public school system. Nor is it complete. While some materials have 
been omitted because the compiler considered them unworthy of in- 
clusion, there are undoubtedly other desirable items which have simply 
been overlooked in his first canvass of the field. It is hoped that these 
latter may be included in a revision of the list. The editors of the 
JOURNAL propose, if possible, to reissue the basic series of supplements 
at approximately three year intervals. 


Dr. Irwin J. Suloway, the compiler, is an instructor in English 
at the Chicago Teachers College and is especially concerned with 
courses in methods of teaching. He was formerly assistant editor of 
the ENcLisH JourNaALt, an official publication of the National Council 
of Teachers of English. Special acknowledgement is due the Executive 
Committee of the Council, which kindly permitted Dr. Suloway to 
make full use of the information file maintained at National Council 
headquarters. The editors and compiler also acknowledge the valu- 
able assistance and encouragement provided in this undertaking by 
Dr. Henrietta McMillan, Chairman of the Department of English 
at the Chicago Teachers College.

No items listed cost more than two dollars; 90 
sr cent of them are available for less than a dollar each. 


In the case of recordings, films, and filmstrips, no attempt has been made to enumerate individual 
les because they are relatively expensive and because it is felt that no teacher should buy a 
ecific title simply on the strength of its listing in this or similar lists. Included, however, are 
e names of firms which offer such audio-visual aids in the language arts field and general state- 
ents of the specific areas and grade levels for which these aids are best suited. In most cases 


talogs will be sent free upon request. 


Textbooks and commercial workbooks intended for student use have also been excluded, 
asmuch as they are cataloged elsewhere. All items included are those which, in the opinion 
the compiler, are worthwhile; a number of less worthy or less pertinent ones have been omitted. 


HOW TO LOCATE MATERIAL 


The primary classification of items in this supplement is by grade level; there are separate 
ts for the elementary and secondary levels, the latter beginning on page 13. Where necessary, 
motations indicate more particularly the specific grade level for which an item is suited. 


Materials within each level are further divided into reading, literature, oral and written com- 
unication, the mass media of communication, and audio-visual aids. Sub-divisions within each 


ea simplify locating aids for specific topics. 


ORDERING MATERIALS 


It is suggested that all requests for free materials be written on school stationery in order 

at the writer may be readily identified as a teacher. The teacher should order single copies 
aids intended for class use and examine them to determine their suitability for his particular 
iss before ordering them in quantity.
